The experiments with car lighting 


methods by the 
Pennsylvania com- 


pany continues, says the Ft. Wayne 
Sentinel. 
This morning car 7122, 


which has been equipped with a Gould 
electric lighting apparatus, was sent 
to Chicago and will return tonight on 
train 38, lighted by electricity generat- 
ed by its own axles. The dynamo is 
located beneath the Car, immediately 
behind the forward truck, and is con- 
nected to the axle by means of belt and 
pulleys. There is also a storage bat- 
tery in the car to supply the lights 
with power during the time the train 
is not in motion 
The car is equipped 


with twenty-two sixteen candle power 
'amps, which make it as light as day 
all the time the eurreat is on. Former 
experiments on this train were with 
oil, acteylene and storage battery. 
The latter system proved quite a suc- 
cess so far as good service is concern- 
ed, but it was quite a trouble to the 
men having charge of the -work.

>atteries tvere recharged here each 
night and the car had to be placed in 
a certain spot for that purpose. Some- 
imes the switchmen would move it 
before-the batteries received their 
oad and there was trouble. The chief 
bjection to the Gould system io the 
ability to derangement by flat car 
wheels, which would make the 
re- 


airs costly. However, Oils is a mat- 
ir that remains to be settled by ac- 
lal experience. It is the opinion of 


railway men generally that the best 
light for a train Is electricity gen- 
erated by the engine and carried to the 
lamps through wires in the manner 
In which houses are equipped for that 
purpose. There is less liability to 
failure, they say,.through this method 
than through others. The acetylene 
lighted car is now in the east and is 
Said to be doing good service.
